May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit to your Excellency the 
following Tables and remarks relative to Banking 
and to the amount of the Government Funds, India 
Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock upon which 
dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland, together 
with information concerning the weekly traffic receipts 
of the Irish Railways during the half year ended 30th 
June, 1894 ; and an abstract of the principal railway 
statistics of Ireland for the first half of each of the eight 
years 1887-94 ; also Tables with reference to the tonnage 
of Vessels entered and cleared at each of the Irish Ports. 
The Tables on these subjects are in continuation of those 
previously issued by this Department. 

The information comprised in the first series of Tables 
consists of the total of the deposits and cash balances in 
the Joint Stock Banks of Ireland on the 30 th of June, 1894, 
and on the corresponding date in each preceding year 
since the year 1874 inclusive, compiled from confidential 
returns furnished by the authorities of the various banks 
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with their usual courtesy ; the estimated balance of 
deposits remaining in Post Office and Trustee Savings 
Banks on the 30th of June of each year since the year 
1874 inclusive, derived from official sources ; together 
with the total amount on 30th June (in each year 
since 1874) of Government Funds, India Stocks, and 
Guaranteed Land Stock,* on which dividends are payable 
at the Bank of Ireland, with the amount of each descrip- 
tion of Stock on 30th June, 1894, kindly supplied by the 
Governor of the Bank ; and the average bank note circu- 
lation of the sis banks of issue in Ireland in the month 
of June since 1884, compiled from the Dublin Gazette, 
Tables are also inserted affording half-yearly comparisons 
for the ten years 1884-93 and the first half of this year 
under each of the heads referred to above. 

The Tables comprising the returns of the weekly traffic 
receipts of the Irish Railways have been compiled from 
data for which I am indebted to the authorities of the 
various Railway Companies. 

Returns with reference to the tonnage of Ships 
entered and cleared at Irish Ports have been kindly 
furnished by the Board of Customs, and were specially 
prepared for the purposes of this Report by the Statistical 
Department of that Board. 

1. Deposits and Cash Balances in Joint Stock BanJcs. 

The deposits and cash balances in J oint Stock Banks 
in the middle of the year which, comparing June with 
June, had gradually increased from £29,223,000 in June, 
1886, to £34,637,000 ill the corresponding period of 
1893 further rose to £35,430,0001 in. June of the present 
year, being the highest amount yet reached for June, and 
showing an increase of £793,000, or 2 - 3 per cent, as

2. Savmys Banks. 

The balances of deposits in Savings Banks consist of 
two groups — those in the Post Office Savings Banks, 
which are set out in Table II. and Table II. (a), and 
those in Trustee Savings Banks, shown in Table III. and 
Table III. (a). 
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At the end of June of this year, the estimated amount 
in the Post Office Savings Banks in Ireland stood at 
£4,687,000, as compared with £4,155,000, for the corre- 
sponding period of 1893, showing an increase of £532,000, 
being the largest increase in any year since the establish- 
ment of these Institutions.

In order to show in a combined form the progress of 
the accumulation of small savings in Banks in Ireland, 
Tables IV. and IV. (a) have been constructed. Table IV. 
shows that the balance in the Savings Banks in Ireland 
in June last amounted to £6, 627, 000, or £616, 000 in excess 
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of the balance in June, 1893, and that this increase is 
equal to double the highest annual increase in any of 
the twenty years preceding.

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3. Government Funds, India Stocks, and Guaranteed 
Land Stock* 

From Table V. it is seen that the amount of Govern- 
ment Funds, India Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock 
on which dividends are payable at the 'Bank of Ireland was, 
in June, 1894, £25,375,000, compared with £25,283,000 
in June, 1893, being an increase of £92,000. This is the 
first year since 1887 in which there has been an increase 
under this heading in June as compared with the amount 
for June in the preceding year.

lation as compared with the year 1893, the value having 
fallen from £6,088,000 in June, 1S93, to £6,007,000 in 
the corresponding period of 1894. The amount for 
June, 1893, was £123,000 above that for June, 1892.

The results of the analysis of the foregoing tables 
are : — 

1st. That in June, 1894, as compared with the 
corresponding period in 1893, there was an 
increase of £793,000, or 2 '3 per cent., in the 
Deposits and Cash Balances in the Irish Joint 
Stock Banks. 

2nd. That there was a decrease amounting to 
£422,000 in Deposits and Cash Balances in the 
Irish Joint Stock Banks in June, 1894, as 
compared with December, 1893, at which date 
the amount was the highest yet recorded. 

3rd. That there was an increase of £616,000 in 
the Deposits in Savings Banks in Ireland in 
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June, 1894, as compared with, the same period 
of 1893, the highest annual increase shown by 
the amount for June in any of the preceding 
twenty years, being £308,000. 

4th. That there was an increase of £408,000 in the 
Deposits in Savings Banks in June, 1894, as 
compared with December, 1893. 

5th. That in June, 1894, as compared with the 
same period of '1893, there was an increase of 
£92,000 in the amount of Government Bunds, 
India Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock, on 
which dividends are payable at the Bank of 
Ireland. 

6th. That in June, 1894, there was an increase of 
£866,000 in the amount of Government Funds, 
India Stocks, and Guaranteed Land Stock, on 
which dividends are payable at the Bank of 
Ireland, as compared with the amount in 
December, 1893. 

7th. That in June, 1894, there was a decrease of 
£81,000 in the amount of Bank Note circu- 
lation, as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1893. 

8th. That there was a diminution of Bank Note 
circulation to the amount of £529,000 in June, 
1894, as compared with December of the 
previous year. 

5. Railway Statistics. 

Table VI I. gives the receipts of Irish Itailways, week 
by week, for the first half of the year 1894, compared 
with those for 1893. 

A review of the weekly traffic return shows that in 
seven of the twenty-six weeks the receipts fell below the 
amounts for the corresponding weeks of the year 1893 
and in all the other weeks the receipts exceeded those 
in the corresponding weeks of that year, the net result 
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being that the total receipts for the twenty-six weeks are 
in excess of those for the first half of any previous year, 
and show an increase of .£30, 893, or 2'G per cent., as com- 
pared with the first six months of last year, the receipts 
for which period were .£55,967 above those for the first 
half of the year 1892. 

Table VIII. gives some of the principal statistics for 
Irish Railways during the first half of each of the eight 
years 1887-94, for comparison with the aggregate figures 
at foot of Table VII. for 1893-94.

From information kindly furnished by the Board of 
Trade, it appears that the Authorized Capital of Irish 
Railways (exclusive of the “ Ballinrobe and Claremorris” 
and the “ Loughrea and Attymon” Railways, returns for 
which had not been received) at the end of the year 
1893 was £43,739,493; of which £30,673,961 was by 
Shares and Stock, and £13,065,532 by Loans and 
Debenture Stock. 

The paid-up Stock and Share Capital amounted to 
£27,405,754, consisting of £16,221,331 Ordinary, 
£3,018,025 Guaranteed, and £8,166,398 Preferential. 
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The Capital raised by Loans and Debenture Stock was 
£11,352,821, viz., £991,459 Loans, and £10,361,362 
Debenture Stock ; making a total of paid-up and bor- 
rowed Capital amounting to £38,758,575 — which is the 
working capital of the Irish Railway system, exclusive 
of the two lines above referred to. 

6. Shipping Returns. 

It appears from the following Table, IX., that the yearly 
average tonnage of vessels in foreign trade, which were 
entered in the Ports of Ireland during the ten years 
1883-92 was 901,159 ; the highest was 1,040,433 in 
1S92, and the lowest, 771,574 in 1886 ; in 1893 the 
tonnage entered was 988,717,* or 51,716 under the 
tonnage for 1892, and 87,558 above the average for 
the ten years, 1883-92. The average tonnage of vessels 
in the coasting trade, entered in the Ports of Ireland 
during the decade 1883-92, was 5,251,041 ; the tonnage 
entered in 1893, was 5,395,969, being a decrease of 
194,080, as compared with the tonnage for 1892, but 
144,928 more than the yearly average for the ten years 
1883-92. 

The average tonnage of vessels in the foreign tradet 
cleared during the ten years 1883-92 was 348,478 ; the 
tonnage cleared* in 1S93 was 382,170, or 33,692 over 
the average, and 11,543 under the tonnage for 1892. 
The average tonnage of vessels in the coasting trade 
cleared during the ten years 1883-92 was 3,927,982; in 
1893 it was 4,294,735, or 366,753 more than the average 
for the decade 1883-92, and 80,128 over the tonnage in 
1892, which is the highest for any of those ten years. 

A Table (X.) showing, for each of the Ports in Ireland, 
the number and tonnage of vessels entered and cleared 
during the year 1893 is given on page 23.
